THE TOBACCO MARKET.

15 NEW XYUKEK AND LANCASTER.

Sumatra, Seed Leal and Havaua tor the
Week Eoding Saturday, April 21.
10 a. m,
U. 5. Tobaceo Journal.

Sumatra—The activity remains un-
abated, though single salgs have rarely
been in parcels over 23 bales. Transas
tions embracing 5 to 10 bales are the order
of the day, and prices appear to be of
little ubject when deswrable stock is offered.
Total sales are caleulated to reach 400
bales, at prices ranging from §1 to $1.60.
The enormous consignments which will
arrive here before the iccreased daty gocs
into effect will tend to lower rather than
to raiso prices. Tho competition will bo a
sharp ove, a large number of new firms
having gone iato the importation of this
tobacco. A sale of some 10,000 bales sow
will take place at Amsterdam at or about
May 8. e

Seed Leaf—There has been rejoicing
among packers of '82 Pennsylvania and
sombro diszust among holders of '81 Pena-
sylvania. Large manfacluring firms were
reported as having parchased 500 cases of
82 Penpsplvania from packers at big
figures, whilo sales of several huadred
cases of 'Sl, at ridiculously low figures,
were spoken of by brokers, partly with
derision, partly with regret. Thess sales
of '81 Pennsylvania, although repoite:d by
very uice people, as [ar as dress is con.
cerned, smack somewhat of Barnumism ;
and while wo include tho reported sales in
our list below, we advise our readers to
“take itall " withooat extraordinnry
hurry. There are some fine ghost stories
in the market about this’81 Pennsylvania
Heavy holders and their implements, gen
erally consisting of curbstone brokers, e
out with wagers that already manafactur
ers are using the 82 DPenusylvania; that
by resweating it row and working it soou

after, it beats Suamatra all hollow ;
that Sumatra is bound »  elear
oui of the country as soou
as this  wonderful material is  in

spected by manpufactureis. 1f onr beau-
tiful memory doesn't fail us, we recollvét

THE LOUAL MARKET,

0ld and New Lancaster Connty Crops.

During the past week about 300 eazes of
old tobaceo bave been sold, principally in
small lots. Tho crop of 80 is geiting
rather scarce, bat the erop of "S1 remains
in large quantities in the hawis of packers,
many of whom eay they would like to seli
out at cost, and some of them for 2 good
deal less than cost. Dnt notwithstanding
this unfavorable showing they continue to
invest largely in the crop of 1882. This
seeming paradox may be explained in
some measure by the fact that they are
buying the crop of 1832 at much lower
figures than they paid for the same grade
of goods of the "81 crop. A great deal of
the new crop was bought Jast weelk and a
still greater quantiry was delivered at the
city warehcuses, several of whom received
from 80,000 to 150,000 pounds each ina
single day. Neariy all tie packers are
hard at work havieg each from 20 to 75
hands employedd ia the warehouses.
Though much of the crop is short and has
been bought at figures a good deal lower
than has Lcretofore prevailed it is of good
coler aud wrappery quatity, and asa whole
will average well
